Storm.— Plunged 
suddenly 
into 
the midst of the worst sort of 
mid-winter weather, Adams coun­ 
ty today 
staggered 
beneath a 
weight of snow and ice that took 
w'ith it scores of telephone poles, 
miles of light wires and trees 
without number. 
Ju s t when things 
looked 
as 
though sum m er was really here, 
when the birds 
had 
completed 
their nests, the 
truckers 
had 
planted their gardens, and people 
were planning how soon to don 
their 
lighter 
garm ents, 
there 
swooped down upon the county 
such a deluge of rain, snow* and 
ice as the county has probably 
never seen in April 
for 
fifty 
years or more. 
And damage has 
resulted w'hivh will be difficult to 
compute. 
, 
G ettysburg was in the m idst of 
the storm late Tuesday afternoon 


and by evening scarcely a tele­ 
phone wire was working out of 
the town. 
The town was even 
more isolated than 
during 
the 
blizzard of the winter, when in 
spite of tho great 
snows the 
communication with the outside 
world was well maintained. 
Accompanying this April storm, 
however, was a violent wind that 
carried with it the heavily laden 
wires and the poles th a t 
held 
them. 
Long lines of poles, as 
m any as ten and twelve each, ob­ 
structed highways all over the 
county. 
Traffic was difficult and 
dangerous as well . 
This morning those people who 
rely upon electricity 
for 
their 
lighting were left in the lurch for 
the main wii*es wore down. 
It 
was surely a ease of “daylight 
saving” then, for those who did 
not have lamps or candles had to 
grope about until the lengthening 
hours gave more natural light.
